•  Nine-year  Program

The  Spanish  Language  and  Culture  Nine-year  Program  (Grade  4  to  Grade  12)  is  intended 
for  students  who  are  beginning  their  study  of  Spanish  language  and  cultu  re  in  elementary 
school. 

•  Six-year  Program 

The  Spanish  Language  and  Culture  Six-year  Program  (Grades  7-8-9, 10-6Y,  20-6Y,  30-6Y) 
is  intended  for  students  who  are  beginning  their  study  of  Spanish  language  and  culture  in 
junior  high  school. 

•  Three-year  Program 

The  Spanish  Language  and  Culture  Three-year  Program  (10-3Y,  20-3Y,  30-3Y)  is  intended 
for  students  who  are  beginning  their  study  of  Spanish  language  and  culture  in  senior  high 
school.

Applications  deal  with  what  the  students  will  be  able  to  do  with  the  language,  the  functions 
they  will  be  able  to  perform  and  the  contexts  in  which  they  will  be  able  to  operate. 

Language  Competence  addresses  the  students'  knowledge  of  the  language  and  their 
ability  to  use  that  knowledge  to  interpret  and  produce  meaningful  texts  appropriate  to  the 
situations  in  which  they  are  used. 

Strategies  help  students  learn  and  communicate  more  effectively  and  more  efficiently. 

Global  Citizenship  aims  to  develop  intercultural  com  petence,  with  a  particular  focus  on 
Spanish  culture.

The  story  effectively  conveys  the  narrator's  sense  of  isolation  and  her  confusion  about  being  a  target  of 
prejudice.  What  will  stay  with  kids  is  the  physical  sense  of  what  it's  like  to  work  and  move  all  the  time.  The  yearning  in 
the  story  is  palpable;  it  is  a  dream  of  what  many  long  for  and  others  take  for  granted — a  settled  home,  with  an  old 
shade  tree  growing  in  the  yard,  and  security.  The  description  is  rich  and  uses  complex  grammatical  structures. 
Illustrations  provide  a  fresco-like  style  that  emphasizes  the  characters'  dignity  and  humanity. 
Comments: 

•  An  important  title  for  any  library  serving  migrant  populations,  Amelia's  Road  should  be  a  welcome  addition  almost 
anywhere.  Useful  in  a  variety  of  educational  units,  it  works  equally  well  as  a  read-aloud  or  read-alone  story.

This  video  depicts  a  grade  3  and  4  German  classroom  where  the  teacher  does  not  have  a  homeroom.  She 
demonstrates  a  creative  way  to  use  teaching  materials  that  allows  her  to  have  all  materials  on  a  cart.  The  lesson 
presented  on  the  video  combines  the  topics  of  seasons  and  holidays,  e.g.,  Fasching,  Halloween,  to  reinforce  basic 
reading  skills,  build  cultural  knowledge  and  introduce  more  abstract  thinking.  The  teacher  begins  and  concludes  the 
lesson  by  having  students  sing  theme-related  songs  to  establish  the  learning  environment  and  to  reinforce  their 
learning.  During  the  lesson  she  uses  visuals,  e.g.,  student-made  month  and  season  clocks,  sentence  strips,  a  Venn 
diagram,  to  engage  students  in  the  active  learning  of  German.  She  groups  students  in  a  circle  or  in  pairs  to  allow  them 
to  participate  and  practise  German  in  meaningful  ways.

It  is  recommended  for  grades  7  to  10  of  the  nine- 
year  Spanish  language  and  culture  program  as  it  presupposes  that  students  have  a  basic  understanding  of 
pronunciation  and  vocabulary. 

This  comprehensive  resource  uses  a  sequential  learning  approach.  The  sequence  begins  with  picture/word 
associations  and  progresses  through  word  associations,  practice  exercises  in  vocabulary  and  grammar,  which  can  be 
used  in  dialogues,  and  word-order  comprehension.  The  sequence  ends  with  fill-in-the-blank  questions  that  again 
allow  the  student  to  practise  vocabulary  and  grammar.  Exercises  that  require  responses  in  spoken  and  written  forms 
are  also  included.  Extra  activities  that  help  students  master  the  language  include  crossword  puzzles,  sentence 
practice  and  dictation.  Written  expressions  are  used  as  subjective  exercises  that  allow  students  to  further  practise 
their  acquired  linguistic  skills. 

The  resource  provides  three  modes  of  individual  study.  The  first  is  guided  by  the  program  and  progresses  through 
levels  of  increasing  complexity  /difficulty.  The  second  is  a  dynamic  mode  of  study  in  that  the  tasks  and  workshops 
offered  are  chosen  by  the  software,  based  on  knowledge  level,  motivation/objectives,  working  skills  and  the  results 
students  have  achieved  in  previous  categories.  The  third  mode  allows  students  the  freedom  to  choose  their  own 
activities  and  the  order  in  which  to  complete  them.  Reference  works  include  grammar,  verb  conjugation,  a  glossary,  a 
dictionary  and  an  online  service  that  offers  various  learning  supports;  e.g.,  a  personal  tutor,  discussion  groups,  an 
editorial/language  resource  centre. 
Comments: 

•  This  resource  offers  a  good  approach  to  phonetics. 
Cautions: 

•  Teachers  should  familiarize  themselves  with  the  resource  before  using  it  to  teach  students  as  a  sound  understanding 
of  the  software  is  required  to  achieve  optimal  results.  Teachers  should  administer  the  software  with  care  to  avoid 
unnecessary  confusion  and  frustration  on  the  part  of  the  student,  although  very  independent  students  may  benefit 
from  using  the  third  mode  of  study. 

•  The  resource  has  some  weaknesses;  e.g.,  at  the  end  of  some  exercises,  the  software  moves  back  to  the  beginning 
of  the  exercise,  regardless  of  how  well  the  student  performed,  and  does  not  allow  progression.

•  In  Spain  with  Ines,  Ines  appears  buying  a  lottery  ticket  for  her  mother  and  going  to  a  tapas  bar  with  her  family,  where 
she  drinks  mosto  (grape  juice)  or  sidra  (cider),  typical  drinks  for  children. 

•  In  Mexico  with  Judith,  there  is  a  mention  of  the  word  "marijuana"  at  the  end  of  the  song  "La  Cucaracha."
